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ANNUAL  REPORT 

For  the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1906. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  condition  of  the  District  under  your  control. 

Population. — I  have  estimated  the  population  of  Outwood 
to  have  been  8,300,  and  that  of  Stanley  to  have  been  5,150,  on 
the  30tli  June,  1906,  making  a  total  in  the  District  of  13,450. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year 
was  447,  of  these  210  were  males  and  237  were  females. 

The  following  table  apportions  these  births  in  their  Districts 
and  quarters,  and  the  lower  table  gives  the  returns  of  illegitimacy.

Birth  Rate. — The  birth  rate  was  33’2  per  1,000. 

Deaths. — There  were  209  deaths  registered  in  the  Districts. 
One  of  these  was  in  Carr  Gate  Hospital,  the  previous  residence 
being  Crofton,  and  there  were  22  deaths  of  residents  registered 
beyond  the  District,  making  in  all  230  deaths  of  residents  ;  of 
these  114  were  males  and  116  were  females. 

The  Death  Rates. — The  general  death  rate  was  17  per 

1,000. 

The  death  rate  for  Outwood  was  16  6. 

The  death  rate  for  Stanley  was  17  8. 

Infantile  Mortality. — There  were  74  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  45  of  children  over  one  and  under  5 
years  of  age. 

These  74  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  are  at 
the  rate  of  165’5  per  1,000  registered  births,  while  the  total  of 
119  deaths  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  works  out  at  the 
rate  of  5173  per  1,000  registered  deaths. 

Table  5  at  the  end  of  this  Report  gives  the  ages  and  causes 
of  deaths  of  the  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

Table  3  at  the  end  of  this  Report  shows  the  number  and 
localities  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  ;  also  the  number  of  cases 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  from  each  District.

The  District  is  a  very  thickly  populated  one,  the  mines 
afford  the  principal  means  of  livelihood.  But  many  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  earn  their  living  in  Leeds  and  Wakefield,  with  which 
centres  of  population  there  is  good  means  of  communication 
both  by  rail  and  tram.  With  the  exception  of  Lee  Moor,  Lingwell 
Gate,  Stanley  Ferry,  and  Lawns,  the  drainage  is  good,  the  men¬ 
tioned  Districts  present  some  difficulty  in  drainage,  but  require 
attention. 

The  water  supply  is  good  and  plentiful  except  at  Outwood 
Hill  and  Newton  Hill,  and  generally  for  fire  purposes. 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  by  Contractors  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Inspector,  and  is  fairly  satisfactory. 

Voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Council,  and  will,  I  hope  in  time  show  good  results.  Handbills 
and  advice  on  this  subject  are  distributed,  and  disinfection  is 
carried  out. 

Some  of  the  property  is  very  old  and  requires  constant  atten¬ 
tion.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  work  done  with  regard  to 
this  old  property,  but  much  still  remains.  Such  matters  as  open 
ashpits,  defective  privies,  and  bad  and  leaking  eaves  and  spouts 
should  be  a  thing  of  the  past,  but  this  kind  of  work  takes  some 
time  to  accomplish  in  a  District  which  was  at  one  time  so  defective. 

A  glance  at  the  Inspector’s  Report  will  show  how  large  an 
amount  he  has  accomplished.  Many  of  the  private  roads  are 
very  bad,  the  surfaces  being  mud  in  Winter  and  dust  in  Summer, 
forming  a  very  unhealthy  playground  for  the  children.  Many 
of  the  back  yards  attached  to  the  older  property  are  also  bad, 
with  bad  surfaces.  The  provision  of  public  playgrounds  would 
be  an  advantage  in  this  respect,  as  it  would  also  in  a  great  measure 
take  the  children  off  the  roads  and  prevent  much  of  the  danger 
of  accidents  from  trams,  motors  and  bicycles. 


In  many  places  the  accumulation  of  small  wooden  erections 
for  fowls  and  domestic  pets  are  very  unsightly  and  must  be  un¬ 
healthy.  These  remarks  do  not  apply  to  property  erected  during 
late  years  as  this  is  generally  very  good  and  up-to-date  in  its 
character,  thereby  only  showing  the  remainder  in  a  worse  light. 

The  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  which  occurred  at  and  about 
the  Grove,  Stanley,  caused  a  great  deal  of  uneasiness,  and  was 
found  to  be  due  in  a  great  measure  to  a  blocked  drain  (apparently 
maliciously),  many  special  inspections  were  made  at  the  time 
of  this  particular  part,  and  of  the  sources  of  milk  supply. 

I  regret  to  have  to  record  that  the  infantile  mortality  is  higher 
than  usual,  the  principal  causes  being  Diarrhoea,  Wasting  Diseases, 
Premature  Birth,  and  Bronchitis,  while  Whooping  Cough  accounted 
for  7  deaths  and  7  were  attributed  to  Convulsions,  and  8  to  Pneu¬ 
monia. 

A  very  large  number  (13)  is  attributed  to  Premature  Birth, 
and  altho’  I  have  no  information  on  the  subject,  it  is  difficult 
to  believe  that  abortifacients  have  not  helped  in  some  degree  to 
cause  it.  The  Diarrhoea,  Wasting  Diseases  and  Convulsions 
may  in  a  great  measure  be  attributed  to  errors  in  diet,  and  the 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  to  general  want  of  knowledge  of  the 
requirements  of  infant  life  as  to  clothing,  &c.  I  still  think  that 
a  great  deal  might  be  done  to  avoid  this  by  some  system  of  lectures 
to  young  mothers  on  the  feeding  and  clothing  of  infants,  and 
the  general  care  of  themselves  during  pregnancy. 

A  pamphlet  which  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  issued  by  the  County  Council  Sanitary  Committee 
entitled  “  How  to  take  care  of  the  Baby  ”  exactly  meets  the  case, 
as  far  as  literature  is  concerned,  and  ought  to  be  in  the  possession 
of  every  young  mother,  and  would  be  such  more  useful  to  her 
and  to  the  community  than  such  advertised  noxious  books  as 
one  often  sees  in  the  houses. 

Besides  many  special  inspections  of  the  District  I  have 
made  regular  and  systematic  inspections,  in  all  of  which  I  have 
been  accompanied  by  Mr.  Newton.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  your  Council,  a  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1906. 


The  staple  industry  of  the  district  is  coal-mining  ;  all  others, 
either  factories  or  trades  are  practically  depending  upon  that  industry.  In 
the  case  of  the  former,  special  Acts  regulate  its  government  outside  your 
Council’s  control ;  whereas  the  latter  comes  under  your  supervision  through 
the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act.  Within  the  compass  of  this  Act  there  are  16 
termed  factories,  comprising  the  following,  viz.:  Cabinet-making,  Shoe-making 
and  repairing,  Brickworks,  Gas- making,  Cartwrighting,  Printing,  Mineral 
Water  Manufacturer,  and  Laundry  working  ;  all  having  mechanical  power  in 
use.  Those  called  “Workshops’’  employ  only  manual  labour,  and  number 
altogether  thirty-four,  consisting  of  the  following  :  Tailors,  Milliners,  Dress¬ 
makers,  Plumbers,  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  Watch -repairers,  Blacksmiths,  etc. 
None  of  the  above  come  within  the  clause  of  “occupation  dangerous  to  health” 
The  Act  makes  provision  for  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  employees,  and 
provides  that  their  work  should  be  carried  out  in  strictly  sanitary  conditions. 
Various  inspections  revealed  a  few  defects  of  a  trifling  character  that  were 
remedied  almost  as  soon  as  pointed  out.  There  is  only  one  bakery  in  the 
District  where  special  conditions  are  attached,  and  these  conditions  have  been 
complied  with.  The  recently  erected  Laundry  was  carefully  inspected  before 
work  was  begun.  Further  details  are  given  in  Form  No.  572  attached  to  this 
report. 

With  regard  to  the  sanitation  of  the  District  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector,  the  following  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year.

Surveyor’s  Department.  During  the  course  of  the  year  107  new 
houses  have  been  built,  and  of  this  number  67  were  self-contained  and  40 
tenemented.  The  former  contain  3  or  more  rooms,  of  the  latter  a  few  have  2 
rooms  below  and  3  above,  the  remainder  3  or  more  in  both  ;  all  yards  are  cemented 
and  the  outofflees  are  modern  earth-closets  of  an  approved  type.  All  the  mains 
have  been  laid.  The  sewage  is  treated  by  the  bacterial  process.  The  first 
works  on  that  principle  were  constructed  about  eight  years  ago,  other  works 
were  completed  last  year,  both  are  acting  excellently,  the  effluents  are  all  that 
can  be  desired.  There  are  two  spots  in  the  District,  one  having  about  60 
houses  and  the  other  half  that  number  where  some  separate  scheme  of  sewage 

treatment  will  be  needed.  The  places  are  shut  off  from  the  existing  works. 
House  sanitation  might  be  improved  by  making  an  inspection  chamber  fitted 
with  an  intercepting  trap  to  each  dwelling. 


Inspector’s  Department.  Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  33  houses  were  dealt  with,  of  these  15  were  repaired  or  re-built 
and  made  habitable,  13  were  (dosed  on  account  of  their  insanitary  condition 
and  5  are  still  receiving  attention.  Six  large  open  privy-middens  have  been 
swept  away  and  replaced  by  18  earth  closets,  and  over  a  hundred  outoffices  were 
repaired.  The  removal  of  refuse  is  let  by  contract  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Inspector.  The  large  amount  of  refuse  is  deposited  quite  clear  of  the  dwellings. 
Slaughter-houses  were  kept  clean  ;  cowsheds  and  dairies  are  satisfactory. 
There  are  nine  cow-keepers  and  three  purveyors  who  import  their  milk  from 
outside.  The  cows  are  in  no  instance  entirely  stall-fed. 


The  proprietor  of  the  one  licensed  lodging-house  complies  with 
the  Act  carefully. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  reported  during  the  year 
amounted  to  a  total  of  103  against  182  for  the  previous  year.  They  consisted 
of  Diphtheria  40,  Scarlet  Fever  35,  Enteric  Fever  18,  and  Erysipelas  10.  The 
cases  of  Diphtheria  appeared  every  month,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of 
Scarlatina,  and  in  no  single  instance  was  there  any  sign  of  an  epidemic.  With 

one  exception,  where  three  occurred  in  one  house,  the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever 
were  distributed  singly  over  the  whole  area  of  the  district.  No  definite  cause  could 
be  found  to  account  for  the  origin  of  any  case,  although  in  some  instances 
visiting  an  infected  district  was  suspected.  Out  of  the  above  total  of  93,  69 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital.  To  the  prompt  removal  of  this  large 
number  of  cases  may  be  attributed  the  absence  of  any  epidemic  in  the  district. 
Those  treated  at  home  were  carefully  isolated.  “Contacts”  were  kept  from 
school  for  a  certain  period,  and  the  infected  houses  on  either  the  removal  or 
recovery  of  the  patient  were  thoroughly  fumigated  by  the  Inspector.  Erysipelas 
was  generally  due  to  some  injury  and  in  no  instance  was  communicated 
directly  to  others. 

NON  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles  was  reported  once,  but  never  spread.  Whooping  Cough 

on  the  other  hand  was  epidemic  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  with  also 
another  slight  outbreak  at  the  end,  and  had  a  total  mortality  of  13.  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea  was  also  prevalent  in  September. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  amounted  to  758, 
giving  a  birth-rate  of  40.9  ;  and  the  number  of  deaths  to  285,  giving  a  death- 
rate  of  15.6  per  1000,  estimating  the  population  at  18,300  at  the  end  of  June, 
1906.  The  birth-rate  is  higher  than  the  previous  year  ;  and  the  death-rate  is 
practically  the  same.  Further  particulars  relating  to  the  mortality  are  found 
on  Table  4  attached. 


The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  amounted  to  122,  being 
more  than  one-third  of  the  total  number.  Premature  Birth,  Congenital  Defects 
and  Atrophy  accounted  for  47  of  the  number  ;  hereditary  constitutional 
diseases  for  4.  Had  these  51  lives  been  preserved  they  would  certainly  have 
been  of  no  benefit  to  the  community.  Diseases  of  the  air  passages  were 
responsible  for  a  fatality  of  21,  Infantile  Diarrhoea  14,  and  other  causes  20, 
leaving  only  6  to  be  claimed  by  infectious  diseases.  Regarding  dieting,  your 
Registrar  has  been  kind  enough  to  distribute  leaflets  to  each  parent  registering 
a  child.  These  leaflets  give  full  instructions  where  artificial  feeding  is  required. 
The  Water  Supply  is  abundant  and  of  excellent  quality.
